A POOR SELECTION 
Pointing ou t that President Roosev elt u sed 
poor ju dg ment in recommending Senator Black 
for the Su preme cou rt bench, the Cincinnati 
Enqu irer, a Democratic newspaper, prints the 
following interesting editorial: 
The appointment of Senator Hu g o L. Black of 
Alabama to su cceed Ju stice Willis VanDev enter 
on the Su preme bench is almost as disappoint­ 
ing as it is su rprising . President Roosev elt had 
to wait fou r and a half y ears for a chance to 
appoint a su preme ju stice. His selection is an 
anticlimax , and will leav e many persons g rate­ 
fu l that he has not had the opportu nity to ap­ 
point more. 
Senator Black, of cou rse, is a lawy er and has 
been in activ e practice for a nu mber of y ears at 
odd times. Bu t his ju dicial ex perience is limited 
to 18 months as a police cou rt ju dg e in Birming ­ 
ham. That is not an impressiv e record or an im­ 
pressiv e set of qu alifications, ev en when added to 
a g ood war record and a decade of u sefu l serv ice 
in the senate. 
Certainly it is not ov erwhelming in a cou ntry 
which looks u p to su ch men of intellect and 
learning in the law as Felix Frankfu rter at Har­ 
v ard, Edward Corwin of Princeton and Robert 
Cu shman of Cornell — all scholars of ju ris­ 
pru dence and all sincere su pporters of the New 
Deal in its leg al aspect. 
This is not to condemn Senator Black. He has 
been an able senator from a state which has not 
alway s catapu lted its ablest men into hig h politi­ 
cal office. He has had so larg e a hand in the 
framing of major leg islation for fou r y ears that 
he is bou nd to know a g ood deal abou t it. 
No criticism of the appointee is appropriate or 
warranted. The point is rather that President 
Roosev elt had a g olden opportu nity to place on 
the hig hest bench a disting u ished scholar in the 
law — one who wou ld command the g reatest re­ 
spect ev en from those conserv ativ es who do not 
share the Brandeis - Stone - Cardoza point of 
v iew. 
When he cou ld hav e elev ated to the Su preme 
bench a g reat ju rist and also a “liberal,” the 


president chose to select a political su pporter 
with the most ordinary ju dicial backg rou nd. 
It is a disappointing conclu sion to a g reat 
controv ersy . Whatev er else may be said, it mu st 
be recog nized that this appointment fu lly ju sti- 
the fears of the many who were u nwilling to 
g iv e 
Mr. Roosev elt au thority to appoint six 
ju stices in a row. 


WHEN THE LEAVES TURN 
The rebels of General Franco and the Loy ­ 
alists of the Spanish g ov ernment are headed 
t\v ard a desting in the au tu mn. When the leav es 
tu rn from g reen to scarlet, the g rou nd, already 
shrou ded deeply with the blood of thou sands, 
will rev erberate with a modern Armag eddon. 
And from this battle perhaps, there will arise 
the real conqu erers of Spain. 
Spain’s civ il war has rag ed for more than a 
y ear. It has embroiled foreig n nations in a mer­ 
cenary ancf bru tal manner. Italian and German 
troops, fig hting side by side with Moors from Af­ 
rica, a brig ade from Ireland and the decimated 
Spanish troops of General Franco, face the Loy ­ 
alist troops who hav e in their ranks an Inter­ 
national Brig ade from the United States, Eng ­ 
land and France, with Ru ssian and British av i­ 
ators soaring ov erhead to add streng th to the 
assau lt. 
Thu s the battle has been taken ou t of Spain’s 
hands by other nations. Germany and Italy , of 
cou rse, hav e no more bu siness on Spanish ter­ 
ritory than the Americans who are fig hting 
ag ainst Fascism, bu t the sy mpathy of the work­ 
ing classes of the world is all for the Loy alists, 
and that is why y ou will find poets, writers, 
artisans, doctors and lawy ers in the ranks of 
the federal g ov ernment, eag er to lay down their 
liv es ag ainst the foes of their beliefs. 
It is tru ly a problem that cannot be answered 
on paper, nor in fru itless harang u e, nor in a 
thou sand oratorical g estu res. 
The war will g o 
on and on u ntil the whole cou ntry is v irtu ally 
dev astated, u ntil the last soldier is dead. It is 
not a pleasant v ision to behold, for in the end, 
what will they hav e? Nothing bu t a momentary 
and fleeting breathing spell, and then still na- 
other war.

ELECTRIC RITES TO 


BE CUT FOR FIRMERS 


Indianapolis, Aug. 13 (Æ*)—The 
Public Service Commission today 
ordered a reduction of approxi­ 
mately twenty-five per cent in 
the rates for electric energy sup­ 
plied to rural electric member­ 
ship corporations by private util­ 
ity companies. 
Issuance of the order followed 
a two day hearing on the m atter 
of rates charged for current sup­ 
plied by the private utilities for 
distribution to farm homes over 
transmission lines erected by the 
REMC. 
Shortly afterward the utility 
companies joined in a statem ent 
announcing acceptance of the 
new rates. The statem ent said 
no appeal would be tak en and 
added that they were “anxious to 
assist in the development of 
rural electrification projects.”

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( Fro m Pa g e One) 
tically . The amou nt of bonds 
which a proposed federal hou s­ 
ing au thority cou ld issu e was cu t 
from $700,000,000 to $500,000,000. 
The cost limit of a dwelling u n­ 
it was boosted from $4,000 to $5,- 
000. The percentages of federal 
grants and loans were lessened. 
The bill to close tax loopholes, 
an ou tgrowth of the inqu iry into 
tax av oidance and ev asion, will 
come before the hou se Monday . 
Little opposition is ex pected. 
It will increase su rtax es on 
personal holding companies, dis­ 
cou rage u se of foreign personal 
holding companies and of incor­ 
porated y achts, cou ntry estates 
and personal talents. 
Su gar control legislation, orig­ 
inally su ggested by Mr. Roose­ 
v elt, 
may 
reach 
the 
White 
Hou se in a form u nacceptable to 
him. 
The president objected espec­ 
ially to a prov ision, inserted by 
the senate, designed to “freeze” 
refining operations in the con­ 
tinental United States, Hawaii 
and Pu erto Rico. The adminis­ 
tration has contended this wou ld 
discriminate against the island 
territories. 
The bill went to a conference 
committee to iron ou t differenc­ 
es between the senate and hou se 
v ersions. A compromise may be 
offered to limit the refining pro­ 
v isions to one y ear.
